Work of.the Season of 1899. 


Methuen Leads the District with the 
Local Team Sec nd — Full Records of 
all the Clubs. 

With the cricketing season near at 
hand and the double interest which the, 


.new League will create, a review of the | 


work of the Lawrence District clubs for 
the season of 1899 will show what may | 
be expected the coming season. 


METHUEN A. A. 


The championship of the Merrimack 
Valley ‘for 1899 belongs to the eleven 
from Methuen, an honor which that 
club richly deserves. In the history of 
cricket in this district, no club perhaps 
has shown such consistent cricket as 
has ‘Methuen and the club has played 
under great disadvantages and re- 
verses. Organized in 1895 it went 
through season after season with hard- 
ly a victory. Its members persevered 
however, and their labors were reward- 
ed last season with the proud distinc- 
tion of having defeated every club in 
the district,.except Andover. | Much of 
the credit for the club’s success is due 
to its untiring secretary, Mr. J. C. 
Teale. Not_only has Methuen won the 
championship but one of its players, 
W. Hamer heads the list of batsmen; 
the list of bowlers and has the highest 
individual score of 72 runs not out, got 
against the—Merrimacks. This is a 
unique distinction and something which 
no other cricketer in the district has 
ever attained. His brother, J. Hamer, 
and T. Hodgson are two members of 
the same team who have done very 
consistent work during the season. 

Methuen has played 18 games during 
the season; 13 won, 4 lost, 1 draw; a 
splendid performance but somewhat 
behind the record of 1898 when Andover 
led the district with 14 wins and 1 de- 
feat, a record which will probably 
stand for years. Methuen won both 
its games from the Merrimacks, won 2 
and lost 1 to Lawrence, and lost 2 to 
Andover. The total number of runs 
scored by Methuen during the season 
was 1430, by opponents 1214.

ANDOVER. 


The Andover club which led the clubs 
of the district in 1898 with the proud 
record of 14 wins and 1 defeat occu- 
pies second place in 1899 and the mem- 
bers of the team are gratified to know 
that the Methuens occupy first place. 
The season of 1899 with the Andover 
club was a trying out one. as many 
young lads were given a chance and 
much promising material was develop- 
ed. Bruce, Haddon, A. B. and H. 
Saunders, Rhodes and Angus formed a 
good neucleus and with the young 
players, J. Kydd, J. Poland, D. Coutts 
and A. Ritchie, a fairly successful sea- 
son with 9 victories, 6 defeats and 2 
draws was the result. The principal 
wins were over ‘Methuen, Lynn and Ev- 
erett. Methuen has yet to win a game 
from Andover. The batting and bowl- 
ing of the team was about the aver- 
age but the fielding fell far below the 
standard of 1899. 

The finest individual score was made 
by Harry Saunders against Lynn on 
the latter’s grounds; he running up 48 
runs in a most finished manner. His 
brother A. B., played his best game 
against Everett, but his batting was 
scarcely as good as in 1898. He led the 
batsmen however, with an average of 
15.48. He has secured this honor on 
three previous occasions. Bruce and 
Haddon did lots of work but the lack 
of practice ‘ells against them.

occupies third place. It seems strange 


its command it should not occupy a 
higher position. In 1899 the club was 
materially strengthened by the inclu- 
sion of Arthur Bold of the Arlingtons 
and his work has in a great measure 
offset the loss of the ‘‘demon” bowler, 
Oscar Wainwright. Bold is third in 
batting and bowling and in the latter 
department has done more than any 
other bowler in the district. The vet- 
eran, John Walker, however, leads the 
club in bowling and it is a pleasure to 
see by consulting the bowling and bat- 
ting averages that the days of nis use- 
fulness in cricket are by no means over. 
To the writers’ personal knowledge he 
has played now fourteen years and he 
looks good for fourteen more. 

The contest for first place in batting 
was a very pretty and even one be- 
tween as two gentlemanly and popular 
playérs as there are, John Mosely and 
John Pearson.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Apr. 9, 1900— 
The one important occurrence of the 
past week is the announcement by Ad- 
miral George Dewey that he is a can- 
didate for the esidency. This came 
as a thunderboft from a clear sky as it 
was generally, understood that the Ad- 
miral had no- itions in this direct- 
ion, particularly in view of the fact that 
only a few months ago he declared in 
strong language that he perferred aj} 
quiet, home life for the remainder of hs | 


days rather than the hurly-burly of | 
politics. 
Now, however, he has changed his 


mind and is an avowed aspirant for the | 
highest honor at the hands of his fel- | 
low-country. He says that he will run 
neither as Democrat nor Republican but 
as the peoples’ candidate. This is such | 


lan indefinite statement that the fur- 


ther progress of his candidacy is await- 
ed with no little interest, in order that 
his platform may be known of all men. 

The politicians in Washington say 
that nothing but a miracle will prevent 
the renomination of President McKin- 
ley by the republicans and the selection 
of William Jennings Bryan as the dem- 
ocratic standard bearer, and, for that 
reason, they cannot see how the Ad- 
miral can expect to score in the coming | 
race for the presidency.

much of the popularity which he has 
previously enjoyed. People that have 
had pictures of the hero of Manila Bay 
in their windows and upon their walls 
are now taking them down and laying 
them away. Folks who were a short 
time ago lauding Dewey to the skies do 
not say much about him these days, 
and when they do speak it is in a dis- 
gusting rather than a praising way. 

Like Hobson he seems to have slop- 
ped over, or has been made the stalking 
horse of scheming politicians. The 
hero of the Merrimack kissed his way 
out of public favor and even Dewey, 
great as were his achievements, will 
find that.he too can lose the confidence 
of the American people if he persists 
in running for the presidency when he 
has absolutely no chance of getting it. 


In addition td the Dewey presidential 
furore which was created this week 
vice presidential gossip has been par- 
ticularly rife. The name of Hon. John 
D. Long of ‘Massachusetts, present sec- 
retary of the navy, has been suggested 
as McKinley’s running mate and the 
matter has been seriously considered by 
Chairman Hanna of Republican Nat- 
jonal Committee and President McKin- 
ley’s closest political friend, and others.

THREE NOTABLE LIVES. 


In Memory of 
John Wesley Churchill 
Mary Ann Richards 
William Stewart Jenkins 


In the seven days that ended with last 
night’s settingsun, there were closed to 
the activities of Andover, three notable 
lives. April 13, at 10 a. m., occurred the 
death of Prof. Churchill; on Saturday, 
April 14, Mrs. Mary .A. Richards passed 
away, and last night at 6.30, Wm. 8S. Jen- 
kins breathed his last. 7 

Three notable lives! as unlike as could 
be in many ways, but so much alike in 
their daily doing of good as to link them 
almost inseparably, as one writes the 
brief reviews of their lives. A man of 
education and theology, a woman of com- 

monplace everyday usefulness, another 
man of large business interests and emi- 
nent local citizenship; is it any wonder 
that one pauses to think of the vacancy 
which three such lives make in a town’s 
activity? 


JOHN WESLEY CHURCHILL. 


Good Friday, April 13, 1900, John 
Wesley Churchill, Bartlet professor at 
Andover Seminary, instructor in elocu- 
tion at Phillips academy, beloved citizen 
of the town of Andover, passed away at 
his home on the hill, after an illness of 
about five weeks. An attack of the grip 
was the beginning of his illness but 
heart.failure was the final cause of his 
death. 

Prof. Churchill was born in Fairlee, 
Vermont, May 26, 1839. He went from 
there to Nashua, N. H., early in his life, 
passing his early schooling in that city. 
A course at Appleton academy, New Ip- 
swich, was followed by an engagement, in 
what he supposed would be his life’s 
work, as a mechanical draughtsman on 
the bridge over the Mississippi river at 
Davenport, lowa. s 

But his future was not to be as 
a civil engineer. Friends at Day- 
enport were quick to see that his work 
was laid out along other lines, and he 
soon came to Andover for a course at 
Phillips academy, to be followed by four 
years at Harvard college. From Har- 
vard he returned to Andover for a course 
at the Seminary, and at his graduation 
in 1867, he entered upon his long and 
useful life as one .of the great forces 
in Andover’s religious and educational 


his first appointment, and he held it 
from the day of his graduation until 
his death. In 1896 he was chosen as the 
successor of Park, Phelps, Tucker, and 
Pease, as Bartlet professor of homiletics 
and pastoral theology, and a worthy suc- 
cessor he proved himself to be to those 
honorable men. 

But Prof, Churchill’s greatest fame in 
the world at large came in tribute to his 
remarkable gift as a public. reader. 
There was almost no peculiarity of a 
character which his. wonderful voice 
and expression could not seem to bring 
to his hearers very ears andeyes. ‘Tears 
and laughter, joy and sorrow,’ pity and 
disgust, all of the feelings that man 
could experience would follow one an- 
= the hearer was moved by the 


work. 
Jones professor of pulpit oratory was 


gifted reader. To hear Prof. Churchill 
read was the treat of the season ten to 
twenty years ago, and only his increas- 
ing duties at the Seminary kept’ him 
from giving to the new generation the 
same pleasure. 

His first work at the Seminary was as 
a teacher of the young men in the art of 
saying what they had to say, so that 
people would be glad to hear them taik. 

How well he taught, hundreds of And- 
over graduates all over the country are 
attesting daily. But each year he grew 
into a larger place than that of elocu- 
tion instructor. He became more and 
mure the wise counselor, the ever con- 
stant cheer-giver to every young person 
with whom he came in contact. There 
was never a discouragement that a talk 
with Prof. Churchill would not make 
easier for the student to bear; there was 
never a disappointment that his sym- 
pathy did not make less bitter. 

From a reader of fame to a preacher 
of note, was the natural order to one 
whose training and devotion were such 
as Prof, Churchill's, and for the last ten 
years he had been in the front rank of 
the great preachers of the Congrega- 
tional church. With his growth as a 
preacher he grew as a thinker, and his 
part in the work of the Andover Review 
and the legal trial that came toits editors, 
stamped him as one of the religious 
leaders of the past decade. In addition 
to his work at Phillips Academy and the 
Seminary, he taught at different times at 
Dartmouth, Amherst and Brown Uni- 
versity, and at Smith, Wellesley, and 
Mt. Holyoke. For many years he had 
an annual class at Abbot Academy and 
since 1800 he had taught elocution in the 
Harvard Divinity school. 

He was married in 1860 to Mary 
Donald, daughter of Wm. C. Donald of 
this town who, with two sons Donald 
Churchill M. D., of the R. I. General hos- 
pital, and Marlborough a senior at Har- 
vard, survives him. 

Busy as Prof. Churchill always was 
with his duties at the Academy and 
Seminary, he was seldom too busy to at- 
tend to his duty as a citizen. The cau- 
cus and the town meeting were always 
remembered and planned for, and every 
important public measure received his 
careful consideration. It was not alone 
the students who loved him; every citi- 
zen who knew him loved him, and the 
sunshine of his life that was always 
felt wherever his presence was, will be a 
long time in passing into the shadow. 

Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day, a brief service at the house con- 
ducted by his brother-in-law Dr. Donald 
ot Boston, ahd a public service at the 
chapel conducted by "Dr. MeKenzie of 
Cambridge. 

The private service in the residence 
on the hill was attended by the relatives 
and close family | friends. From the 
house to the chapel the body was es- 
corted by:a notable funeral procession 
made up of students of the Seminary 
and Academy, and ;many leading educa- 


tors of New England. e 
The bearers were® nephews of Prof.

Prof. Churchill, “Peace, perfect peace,” 
and “Abide with me.” Dr. Me 
Kenzie’s prayer was a touching tribute 


to the love and honor felt for Prof. 
Churchill. 

At the grave Dr. Bancroft read the 
committal service and Tennyson’s 


“Crossing of the Bar.” 


MARY ANN RICHARDS, 


Mrs. Richards died at 6 o’clock last 
Saturday morning at the home of her 
niece, Mrs. Henry Spavin in Revere. 
Her sickness had been of only a few 
weeks duration, although she had not 
been in her usual health for some time. 

Mary Ann Richards leaves no name 
among great teachers or painters or 
scholars, yet humbly and diligently she 
did a great work as one of the servants 
of the Andover public. She was born 
May 13, 1830 and had lived all her life in 
Andover. Early left a widow with two 
sons, she began the struggle for their ed- 
ucation and the family maintenance. 
For the past thirty-five years -her work 
has been connected with everything edu 
cational in Andover, through her position 
as clerk to W. F. Draper. The first 
books owned by an entire generation 
passed through her hands, in the days 
before free text books were provided. 
Thousands of Phillips students have 
learned to know and respect the quiet 
woman, who served their wants, and 
many older men, as students and visitors 
at the Seminary, have sought her aid 
and experience. 

For many years she has had the entire 
charge of Mr. Draper’s publications and 
her acquaintance with the American 
clergymen was wide spread... 

An accomplished clerk in the central 
business place in the town, she was an 
invaluable assistant to many outside in- 
terests, so that the Andover bookstore 
came to be, largely through her quiet 
helpfulness for every object, the informa- 
tion and aid bureau of Andover. The 
death of her two sons, one in 1877 and 
the other a few years afterwards was a 
severe blow to her. 

It isdoubtful if any woman in Ando- 
ver during her time, touched so many 
lives as Mrs. Richards did, and her faith- 
fulness and gentleness have won for her 
memory the universal esteem and regard 
of the entire community. 

Funeral services were held at Revere 
on Tuesday at twelve o’clock, and were 
conducted by Dr. Bancroft. The inter- 
ment was in the family lot in the South 
church cemetery in this town, and there 
a brief service was conducted by Rev. 
Mr.Shipman. At her oft expressed re- 
quest a quartette from the Townsman 
office sang “‘Lead Kindly Light.” 

She is survived by a brother I. N. 
Stanley of Boston, his two daughters and 
their children, and by her daugliter-in- 
law, Mrs. C. H. 8. Durgin of Bradford. 


WILLIAM STEWART JENKINS, 


In the death of William S. Jenkins 
which occurred at his home on Main 
street at 6. 30 last night, Andover loses 
one of its foremost citizen. Essentially 
a man of affairs, he had been for forty 
years prominent in every local activity 
and it is doubtful if any man in the 
town will be more missed than he. 

William S. Jenkins, the second eldest 
n a family of five children, the four sons 
and one daughter of Capt. Benjamin 
Jenkins and Betsey Berry, his wife, was 
born on the 5th of July, 1824, in the old 
homestead in the Holt district near the 
North Andover line, now the residence 
of his brother, John B. Jenkins. 

For the first fifteen years of his life, 
he remained at home, attending the pub- 
lic schools and working upon the farm. 


At the age of sixteen he left home to 
learn. the carpentering and buildi 
trade with his cousin, Benjamin Jethin 
of Dorchester, with whom he remained 
until the latter’s death.  Returnin i. 
Andover, he took up once more his A 
dence at the old home and for q number 
of years carried on his chosen occupation 
alone. . 

After a little while, he enter 
partnerships, one a business co 
with George L. Abbott, a brot 
penter and builder, which laste 
years, the other a matrimonia 
which was a firmer union and 
until death severed the tie Thursda: 
evening at 6.30 o’clock. The marriage 
of Mr. Jenkins to Rebecea F, Farnham 
a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Farn. 
ham, took place in 1849, when the former 
was twenty-five ‘years of age, and three 
children blessed she union. Two of 
them, the daughters, are now livin 
Mrs. Ella Stuart, wife of B. Frank Smith’ 
and Miss Kate Jenkins, and one, a gon’ 
Wilmer Farnham Jenkins, died a num. 
ber of years ago. 

The business life of Mr. Jenkins has 
been uniformly successful. 
connected with the building of nearly 
every public school house of importance 
in Andover, including Punchard and the 
John Dove schools. Many of the houses 
in town were also constructed by him 
Mr. Jenkins was the contractor who had 
charge of the old Boston & Maine depot 
at Boston, and many of the stations 
along the line are tributes to his and his 
partners skill. Among the other im. 
portant buildings or homes which Mr. 
Jenkins built or looked after the con. 
struction of, are the Seminary chapel 
Mrs. Esther Byers’ residence at the 
corner of School and Central streets and 
E. J. M. Hale’s house in Haverhill, 

The deceased had for a great many 
years been intimately connected with 
the life of the town. In 1861, '62, '65, 
*66, °67, 68 and ’69, he was a selectman 
and chairman of the board. Nearly 
every one of the recent public enter. 
prises have had Mr.. Jenkins’ knowledge 
to assist in making them a success. He 
was on the committee which built the 
addition to the Town house, erected the 
engine house on Park street, put in the 
system of water works and just recently, 
the sewerage system. He has been 
chairman of the board. of public works 
since its organization two years ago, 
Associated with him in the construction 
of the waterworks were John L. Smith, 
Lewis T. Hardy, John Cornell and Sam: 
uel K, Johnson. Those who remain tes- 
tify strongly to the sterling worth, clear- 
headedness, and common sense of the de- 
ceased as a business associate. 

Mr. Jenkins’ connection with the 
Merrimac Mutual Insurance Company 
began in 1869 when he was elected a 
director in April, and from that time on 
he has been associated with it contin- 
ually. On Jan. 14th, 1878, he was 
chosen vice-president and on Oct. 2nd, 
1880, became president to succeed Samuel 
Gray, who passed away a few days be- 
fore that. A peculiar fact in relation to 
Mr. Jenkins and the company was that 
his tather was the first one insured by 
it, in 1828, 

Up to his 60th year the deceased was 
actively engaged as a contractor and 
builder; after that time, the insurance 
business occupied him fully, When he 
was first married, Mr. Jenkins built an 
ell on the old homestead and lived there 
until he purchased the lot on Main 
street where he built him a home. He 
built the house entirely himself down to 
blinds, sashes and the like, something 
never done at present.

COMMANDER SMITH HONORED 


Local Veterans Give Peter D. Smith a 
} Reception. Many Out-of-Town 
Visitors.

| Commander Peter D. Smith of the 
| Massachusetts department G. A. R., was 
| tendered a reception at St. Matthews 
| Masonic hall, Bank building, last Mon- 
.day evening by Gen. Wm. F. Bartlett 
' Post 99, of which he isa member. The 
| occasion also observed .the 10th anniver- 
| sary of Gen. Wm. F. Bartlett Woman’s 
| Relief Corps 127. 

During the afternoon, the department 
| Officers and women of the state depart- 
| ment Woman’s Relief Corps who were to 
be the guests of Post 9 and Corps 127 in 
the evening, were entertained by Com- 
mander Smith at his residence. The 
first meeting of the council of adminis- 
tration was held when routine business 
was transacted. It is an unusual occur- 
rence for a meeting of the council to be 
held away from the department head- 
quarters. Following the business meet- 
ing came an. informal reception and the 
guests were greeted by Commander and 
Mrs. Smith and the Misses Smith. A 
charming lunch was served before the 
visitors left for the hall. 

At the reception there was a large at- 
tendance of veterans of the G. A. K., of 
this vicinity, in addition to the ofticers of 
the department, visitors being present 
from: Needham Post of Lawrence, Col. 
W. B. Greene Post of Methuen, and two 
of the Lowell Posts. The members of 
Gen. Wm. F. Bartlett Woman’s Relief 
Corps of Andover, and Walter L. Ray- 
mond Camp, No. 111, also of this place, 
assisted in welcoming the attendants. 
Delegates from the various Relief Corps 
of this vicinity and from the Sons of 
Veterans were present and the gather- 
ing included many of the residents of 
Andover who were personal friends of 
Commander Smith or of the members of 
the Post. There were a tew veterans of 
the Spanish war present. 

Commander Charles H. Gilbert of Post 
99 presided over the exercises which 
were begun at a quarter toeight. Just 
before their commencement, the lights 
in the hall suddenly went out leaving 
the audience in almost total darkness. 
Nothing daunts the boys in blue, appar- 
ently, as they immediately began to sing 
“The Morning Light is Breaking,” and 
to shout for ‘more light.” A lamp was 
procured and the exercises were begun 
by aspeech of welcome by Dr. Gilbert. 
Occupying seats on the platform on either 
side of the presiding officer were Com- 
mander Smith and Mrs. Annie Lindsay, 
president of the local Woman’s Relief 
Corps. Commander Gilbert said that 
the reception was held to welcome Com- 
mander Peter D. Smith and to celebrate 
the 10th anniversary of Gen. William F. 
Bartlett Woman’s Relief Corps, No. 127. 
He spoke at some length in presenting 
Commander Smith, 

Commander Smith told: how, 59 years 
ago, on the 16th of April, 1861, he was 
one of a number of young boys who wit- 
nessed the departure of some of the com- 
pany of the sixth Massachusetts Regi- 
ment who went from here to Lawrence 
tostart for the war. Later those same 
young men got together and organized a 
company in this town. He said that he 
little thought then* that he would-one 
day command 19000 men, the remainder 
of those from this state who fought to- 
gether in the Civil War. He said the 
veterans must close up the ranks, draw 
nearer together and live up to the mot- 
toes of the organization—Charity, Fra- 
ternity, Loyalty. He praised the work 
of the G. A. KR, and Woman’s Relief 
Corps and said it was left for the Sons of 
Veterans to carry on the work so well 
started. His words were warmly ap- 
plauded. 

Next on the program was a patriotic 
medley. by the Raymond Male Quartet of 
this place, consisting of G. A. Christie, 
William M. -Coutts, Thomas Hay and 
Will Scott. The medley was written by 
| H. R. Ballou and was arranged for the 
quartet by Will Scott. Included in the 
piece were old, familiar songs dear to the 
soldier’s heart. 

In introducing Mrs. Mary L. Gilman, 
of Boston, department president of the 
W. R. C., who was the next speaker, Dr. 
Gilbert said that the patriotism and loy- 
alty to the flag of the women of Amer- 
ica equals if not exceeds that of the 
sterner sex. Mrs. Gilman congratulated 
Commander Smith and the local Relief 
Corps. She said she brought the con- 
gratulations of 14000 members-of the 
women of Massachusetts. 

Silas A. Barton of Waltham, Senior 
Vice Department Commander, was in- 
troduced as the successor of Commander 
Smith. He said in part: “I admire your 
distinguished citizen and comrade and I 
consider him a typical Grand Army man 
and a grand man in every sense. I take 
delight in his hospitality. Iam not going 
to tire you with many words as there is 
a little coming “right off the top” of the 
eloquence from the speakers of the even- 
ing in reference to your citizen and ovr 
commander.” 

Col. Charles K. Darling, of Boston, 
United States Marshal and a Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the sons of Veterans, 
spoke earnestly on “Our Military Col- 
leges.”’ 

Junior Vice Department Commander 
W. W. Blackmar of Boston, followed. 
He said he couldn’t wake the audience 
up in five minutes and then amused them 
by saying that it was in a hall like tle 
one he was then in, he was once obliged 
to call for “more light.”

BOATHOUSE BURNED. 


About 11 o'clock Thursday night the 
Agawam boatclub building with its @on- 
tents of about 380 boats and canoes was 
destroyed by fire which undoubtedly 


police have no clue to the perpetrator. 

Before the alarm was sounded, the 
various engine houses were notified of 
the blaze by telephone from Dr. Craw- 
ford’s drug store on Broadway, from 
Which point the fire could be plainly 
seen.

owned by local people who rented space 
from Mr. Freeman. The latter’s loss 
will reach $500, on which there is little 
insurance and the loss to individuals 
will aggregate about $500. The building 
is ownel by ‘Messrs. Batchelder and 
Scott and sustained damage to the ex- 
tent of the same amount. 

Captain Sullivan made a_ thorough 
inspection of the premises after the fire 
Was extinguished and found that the 
door facing thtfwater front was un- 
locked when the firemen arrived. 

The lock is uséd in winter only, the 
| keys to it being held by only Mr, Free- 
}man and-the owners, but it is an old 
fashioned one and ‘could easily have 
been opened without the use of a key. 
Neither stoves nor anything of a com- 
bustible nature were about the build- 
ing and the police are satisfied that the 
| fire was set by someone. The building
